Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The 1 12,1st paragraph rejections to the claims regarding new matter 
and scope of enablement have been discussed. Claim langauge that overcomes the new matter rejection was also 
discussed. Examiner suggested claim language that excludes the mature PAP-S sequence ( could not be expressed in 
a transgenic tobacco plant). Examiner indicates that the scope of enablement rejection to claims that recite the high 
stringency conditions as recited in the claims will be withdrawn, upon further consideration.
